Friday night the boy received a note 


from his mother in which she said that 
he would never see her again. The lad 
passed the night weeping and in dreadj 
and this morning told Chief of Police 
Eaton of Hampton about the note. 
Chief Eaton and young Mfrrston were 
searching for the woman when word 
came that she had been found dead. 


Mrs. Marston was about fifty years 


of age, and a woman of irreproachable 
character. 
She had been in poor health 


for some time. Ever since an operation 
which she underwent at the Oottage 
hospital in Exeter last)fall, she had been 
wrong mentally and affect3<l with in- 
somnia. To this is attributed her sui- 
cide. 


She went down to the beach on tbe 


eight o'clock trolley car from Hampton 
\ depot, Friday evening, and left it near 
the lower end of the line, close to where 
her body was fonnd. 


Sometime ago, Mrs. Marston sold 


some property to get money to take 
care of herself and son, receiving for i 
seventeen hundred dollars.
